- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant first argues that the Inou reference provides some of the transparent conductive film with antireflective 
films, while other areas are not and that this is unlike the claimed invention, which provides antireflective films over the 
entire conductive film. However, thelnou figures demonstrate the antireflective films over the entire conductive film, 
and such selective areas without antireflective film could refer to the areas between the islets or to embodiments in 
which the antireflective film is provided only on one conductive film. (Inou, however, does disclose that the 
antireflective film can be on one or both of the conductive films.) 

Applicant further questions the combinability of the Inou and Raj references, as they both offer the same 
advantages, thus Raj does not improve upon Inou's invention. However, such improvement is not necessary for the 
inventions to be combinable, as both Raj and Inou are related to the same subject matter. Further, in Paper No. 5, 
pages 4-5, areteachings of Raj to use such small feature sizes, as such "light trapping reduces back reflections or 
glare". 

Applicant further proposes amending claim 8 to include sizes smaller than the "90 nanometers" disclosed in 
column 3, line 31 of Raj or "the order of 100 nanometers" disclosed in column 4, lines 30-31 of Raj. However, "on the 
order of 100 nanometers" would encompass a broader range of values than just 100 nm. and such revision would need 
to be reviewed based on the specific size disclosed in the amendment to claim 8. 
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
